The 
first section of the job, which is 
expected to require several months 
to complete, calls for installation 
of a 60-inch

sewer from S 
Broadway 
to the 
county ditch. 
Barckhoff estimated that about 
325 feet of sewer pipe would be laid 
In the first section. A power shovel 
will arrive on the scene tomorrow 
for use in digging the ditch for the 
sewer. 
The Pennsylvania railroad 
will assist in tunneling the sewer 
under its tracks. 
The city's sewer project has been 
classified as a part of the national 
defense program, the engineer told 
council several weeks ago. 
City council, keeping tab. on the 
water situation, Is expected to meet 
sometime this week to confer with 
Service Director Charles Kennedy 
regarding improvements in the con­ 
dition of the water which last week 
forced a 24-hour partial shut-down 
of the National Sanitary plant.

There are likely 
to be sudden fever, headaches, leg 
aches, back aches. Medically speak­ 
ing, these are not very specific 
signs, yet they may be all there 
are. 
The second great characteristic 
of this flu outbreak in the United 
States is th at it is virtually non­ 
fatal. 
Pneumonia, the thing that 
caused the high death rate in the 
great world-wide World war out­ 
break of flue, is not accompanying 
this one to any extent.
